Gentlemen: — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report  of  the  chari- 
table and  penal  institutions  of  the  State  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  November 
30,  1916. 

The  report  also  includes  the  county  jails,  homes  and  camps,  and  a  number 
of  private  charities,  and  reports  of  benevolent  organizations. 

The  reports  of  the  county  commissioners,  supplemented  by  those  of  the 
visitors,  give  detailed  information  of  the  county  charitable  and  penal  insti- 
tutions; they  have  been  tabulated  for  ready  reference  and  cover  nearly  all 
the  counties.    These  tables  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

For  convenience  the  Report  has  been  published  annually,  but  the  years 
1915  and  1916  should  be  considered  together  as  the  biennial  report.  Neces- 
sarily the  matter  contained  in  both  covers  the  work  and  the  progress  of  the 
institutions  for  the  period  since  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

increase  in  the  number  cared  for  in  the  last  decade 

Miss  Julia  Lathrop,  Chief  of  the  Children's  Bureau,  Washington,  D.  C, 
says  that  "Humane  care  has  a  steadily  rising  standard,"  and  adds:  "It  is 
plain  that  in  a  democratic  country  there  must  be  public  intelligence  con- 
cerning humanitarian  work  and  public  confidence  in  its  value  if  it  is  to  have 
a  wholesome  development."  Certainly,  this  State  now  has  a  "steadily  rising 
standard"  and  her  people  are  awakened  to  the  need  not  alone  for  the  care 
of  the  unfortunate,  but  the  necessity  for  preventive  means  and  social  justice. 
During  the  last  decade  the  number  cared  for  by  the  institutions  coming  under 
the  general  supervision  of  this  Board  has  about  doubled,  acreage  and  build- 
ings greatly  increased,  and  four  new  institutions  established,  one  by  each  of 
the  last  Legislatures,  and  the  Legislature  beginning  the  decade  appropriated 
half  a  million  dollars  for  the  insane  and  feeble-minded.

There  has  also  been  a  rise  in  the  standard  of  care  of  unfortunates  in  the 
county  institutions,  much  improvement  in  sanitary  and  heating  equipment, 
and  better  housing  facilities.  Compulsory  bath  and  clean  clothing  are  re- 
quired in  a  number  of  jails.  The  salary  in  lieu  of  the  fee  system  makes  for 
better  care  of  the  inmates.  Improvement  in  county  institutions  can  be 
easily  demonstrated  by  a  comparison  of  this  Board's  reports  in  the  years 
beginning  and  ending  the  last  decade. 

But  we  cannot  be  satisfied  with  merely  a  rising  standard  of  care;  we 
must  set  our  standard  high,  and  the  public  should  demand  the  very  best 
care  for  all  the  unfortunates  of  the  State. 

EXPEET,   TRAINED   OFFICIALS  AND  EMPLOYEES. 

Those  who  have  in  charge  our  afflicted  classes  and  the  most  helpless  of 
men — those  who  have  broken  the  law  and  been  deprived  of  liberty — the  offi- 
cials in  charge  of  these  should  be  experts  in  their  several  lines,  trained  to 
the  work.  With  all  the  facilities  at  hand  for  special  training,  easily  ob- 
tained, such  training  should  be  required. 

It  should  be  obligatory  upon  the  superintendents  of  institutions  and  their 
co-workers  to  attend  from  time  to  time  the  conferences  of  expert  workers  and 
visit  other  institutions  similar  to  their  own  special  lines.  A  number  of  the 
superintendents  are  doing  this,  and  they  are  and  should  be  encouraged  by 
the  boards  of  directors;  and  the  latter  should  avail  themselves  of  like  op- 
portunities. There  is  no  knowledge  more  useful  than  knowing  what  other 
States  and  institutions  are  doing,  showing  the  potentialities  of  our  own,  and 
the  best  way  to  expand  and  get  results,  this  latter  being  the  only  excuse  for

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the  existence  of  an  institution  and  the  criterion  as  to  whether  it  is  meeting 
the  need  and  whether  it  should  continue  to  exist.  Unless  the  State  is  repre- 
sented at  the  National  conferences,  she  will  fail  to  take  her  proper  place  in 
the  social  work  of  the  country. 

PREVENTIVE   AND    CONSTRUCTIVE. 

When  the  State  passed  the  State-wide  prohibition  measure,  and  when  she 
established  the  Jackson  Training  School  (her  first  strictly  pieventive  in- 
stitution), she  was  breaking  new  ground,  that  of  prevention.  She  has  looked 
further  now,  and  in  establishing  the  Caswell  School  for  the  feeble-minded 
she  is  sowing  the  seed,  teaching  the  people  that  handicapped  children  bear 
the  sins  of  their  forefathers,  a  vicarious  sacrifice,  and  that  this  should  not  be. 
This  is  leading  us  to  constructive  measures,  measures  for  the  vital  welfare 
of  the  race.  We  must  care  for  and  mend  broken  lives  as  best  we  can,  but 
we  must  have  in  mind  the  need,  yea,  more,  the  possibility  of  happiness  and 
joy  for  each  life.  It  is  no  chimera  to  believe  that  there  can  be  healthy  bodies 
and  good  environment  for  all  the  human  race;  that  social  justice  and  world 
peace  may  prevail.  Some  day  great  and  good  men  will  bring  about  such 
measures  as  will  consciously  shape  the  human  race  for  "the  kingdom  upon 
earth."  It  would  be  a  crime  not  to  believe  this  possible  and  to  fail  to  add 
our  mite  of  strength  to  bring  about  its  future  realization.  We  must  have  a 
high  ideal  for  the  human  race,  and  not  be  content  with  allowing  evils  and 
then  expending  our  strength  in  trying  to  house  and  feed  the  thousands  of 
unhappy  beings  whose  lives  have  been  blighted  by  those  evils. 

INCREASED  POWERS  OF  THE  BOARD. 

The  report  of  1915  suggests  the  need  of  increasing  the  powers  of  this 
Board.  The  State  Social  Service  Conference  advocates  that  the  State  under- 
take definitely  preventive  and  welfare  work.  Committees  from  the  Con- 
ference and  from  the  Board  have  agreed  upon  a  bill  looking  to  this  end. 
This  bill  will  be  presented  to  the  Assembly  for  action.  Charities  and  correc- 
tions, preventive  and  welfare  work  are  closely  inter-related,  and  naturally 
come  under  the  same  head. 

NEW   INSTITUTIONS. 

We  think  that  we  should  take  the  young  girls  first,  and  we  heartily  endorse 
the  efforts  of  the  State  Social  Service  Conference  and  other  organizations 
for  an  industrial  school  for  girls.  We  recognize  that  only  one  institution  for 
recalcitrant  girls  or  women  can  be  expected  at  this  time.  We  hope  that 
later  an  institution  of  a  penal  nature  can  be  established  for  older  women 
lawbreakers. 

HOSPITAL  FOR  CRIPPLED  CHILDREN. 

This  hospital,  or  "hospital  school"  as  frequently  called  because  the  children 
are  taught  during  the  months  when  under  treatment,  thus  saving  school  time, 
should  be  established.  Many  States  have  opened  such  institutions,  and  the 
wonderful  cures  have  demonstrated  that  they  are  eminently  worth  while.  An 
association  of  citizens  with  Mr.  R.  B.  Babington  of  Gastonia  at  the  head 
has  been  formed  to  bring  about  the  creation  of  this  hospital  for  crippled 
children.    It  is  hoped  that  the  State  will  establish  the  institution. 
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A  VILLAGE  FOE  EPILEPTICS;    A   SANITARIUM  FOR  INEBRIATES. 

These  institutions  are  needed,  and  we  hope  the  future  will  bring  them. 
With  the  needs  of  the  institutions  in  existence  so  pressing,  we  content  our- 
selves with  calling  attention  to  these  subjects. 

A   STATE  FISCAL  SUPERVISOR. 

This  Board  feels  that  the  books  of  all  the  State  institutions,  of  whatever 
nature,  should  be  kept  systematically  and  be  audited  annually  by  an  expert 
accountant  who  shall  be  known  as  the  State  Fiscal  Supervisor.  Auditing  at 
present  is  done  occasionally — the  lata  allowing  it.  It  should  be  required. 
This  is  a  matter  which  the  superintendents  will  heartily  approve.  A  report 
from  the  State  of  Illinois  says:  "The  authorities  who  need  financial  informa- 
tion about  institutions  are:  (1)  the  superintendents  and  officers  in  imme- 
diate charge  of  operations;  (2)  the  managing  officers  who  are  charged  with 
the  immediate  responsibility  for  all  operations  in  the  respective  institutions; 
(3)  the  managing  board  charged  with  the  responsibility  for  the  supervision 
of  the  work  of  the  various  institutions;  (4)  the  General  Assembly,  which 
appropriates  money  for  their  support  and  makes  laws  and  regulations  to  be 
carried  out  by  the  executives;  (5)  the  Governor,  who  has  both  legislative 
and  executive  responsibilities  in  connection  with  their  administration;  and 
(6)  the  people  of  the  State,  who  hold  the  Governor  and  the  General  Assembly 
responsible  for  their  stewardship. 

"It  is  the  function  of  a  set  of  accounts  to  furnish  information  and  data 
which  will  supply  the  needs  of  these  various  officers  and  authorities  charged 
with  responsibility."  The  report  further  says  "that  information  should  be 
classified  under  departmental  captions."  In  this  way  comparisons  of  depart- 
ments within  an  institution  and  of  similar  departments  in  different  insti- 
tutions can  be  readily  made  and  results  and  estimates  obtained. 

IMPROVEMENTS    DURING    THE    PAST    YEAR    AND    NEEDS    FOR    THE    YEARS    1917-1918    OF 

STATE    INSTITUTIONS. 

These  will  be  found  in  the  reports  of  the  State  institutions.  They  have 
kept  well  within  their  incomes,  but  all  feel  the  high  cost  of  living  and  will 
need  an  increase  in  support  funds.  The  institutions  are  growing  and  devel- 
oping and  need  special  appropriations  so  they  may  do  their  best  towards 
getting  the  results  which  we  must  expect  of  them.  The  State  institutions' 
reports  follow  immediately  after  the  summary.  We  call  your  special  atten- 
tion to  them. 

The  No?'th  Carolina  Soldiers'  Home. 

The  Board  has  been  much  concerned  about  the  Soldiers'  Home  and  proper 
care  of  the  veterans.  While  conditions  have  improved,  it  is  the  sense  of  this 
body  that  it  would  be  wise  to  place  this  institution  upon  a  "hospital  basis," 
as  suggested  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Health.  We  concur  in  this  sug- 
gestion, and  recommend  that  it  be  carried  out.  We  feel  that  the  State  owes 
every  Confederate  veteran  in  need  both  ease  and  comfort  for  his  remaining 
years.  This  institution  should  be  managed  in  a  similar  manner  as  other 
State  institutions.  The  law  should  be  so  amended  as  to  allow  the  necessary 
changes. 
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The  State's  Prison,  State  Farm,  and  State  Camps. 

The  Board  very  earnestly  believes  that  prison  reform  is  the  crying  need 
of  this  State  at  this  time.  We  have  expressed  in  items  headed  "Proposed 
Penal  Legislation"  the  need  for  a  general  change  of  system  and  laws  whereby 
changes  can  be  made  which  will  improve  conditions.  But  no  laws  can  help 
so  much  as  the  trained  and  understanding  official  who  knows  and  teaches  the 
true  reasons  for  imprisonment,  namely:  first,  for  the  protection  of  society, 
and  secondly,  for  the  reformation  of  the  prisoner.  Deprivation  of  liberty  is 
the  hard  punishment  meted  out  to  every  prisoner.  It  is  not  right  to  make 
them  worse,  instead  of  following  the  law  and  reforming  them,  as  it  specifically 
states.  The  State  is  not  reforming  them  now;  it  is  making  money  out  of 
them  and  giving  them  bare  existence  in  return.  There  is  a  grievous  lack 
of  uplifting  influences. 

The  Board  condemns  particularly  the  conditions  at  the  State  Farm  and 
camps.  They  are  bad,  and  we  feel  constrained  to  voice  our  disapproval.  We 
hope  that  the  Assembly  will  pass  such  legislation  as  will  place  prisoners  under 
the  management  of  persons  who  have  been  trained  to  deal  with  lawbreakers 
and  who  will  inaugurate  the  improvements  so  sorely  needed. 

Proposed  Penal  Legislation. 

1.  The  enactment  of  a  law  embodying  the  indeterminate  sentence  and 
parole. 

2.  That  a  reasonable  portion  of  the  earnings  of  prisoners  be  set  aside  for 
their  dependent  families,  or  for  their  own  rehabilitation  upon  expiration  of 
term  or  when  paroled.  Earnings  not  to  be  taken  away  for  subsequent  bad 
conduct  (because  the  money  is  for  the  use  of  the  indigent  family  of  the 
prisoner  or  to  reinstate  him  upon  release). 

3.  An  effective  probation  law  for  adult  first  offenders. 

4.  The  formation  of  a  Board  of  Parole  as  a  necessary  part  of  the  inde- 
terminate sentence. 

5.  An  Industrial  School  for  Delinquent  Girls. 

6.  Increase  the  capacity  of  the  Jackson  Training  School  for  Boys. 

7.  The  abolition  of  stripes. 

8.  The  abolition  of  corporal  punishment. 

9.  Instruction  in  reading  and  writing  be  required  for  all  illiterate  prisoners. 

10.  Classification  of  prisoners. 

11.  Chaplains  for  farm  and  State  Prison.  (Law  passed,  but  chaplains  not 
selected). 

12.  That  prisoners  discharged  from  county  chain-gangs  or  camps  must 
receive  a  reasonable  money  commutation  for  good  behavior  as  well  as  a  time 
commutation  as  at  present. 

13.  That  proper  housing  facilities  be  provided  at  the  State  Farm. 

14.  That  the  women  at  the  State  Farm  be  removed  to  a  building  outside 
of  the  men's  stockade,  and  a  matron  be  placed  over  them. 

15.  And  that  the  true  end  in  view,  the  reformation  of  the  prisoner  and 
his  return  to  the  community  as  an  economic  unit,  may  be  systematically 
carried  out,  it  is  recommended  that  a  permanent  State  Prison  Commission 
be  created  to  manage  ,and  control  the  entire  prison  system  of  the  State,  in- 
cluding State's  Prison,  farm,  jails,  camps,  and  police  stations.

The  summary  of  the  county  institutions  will  be  found  at  the  beginning  of 
the  tables  at  the  end  of  the  Report. 

PRIVATE  BENEVOLENT  INSTITUTIONS   AND   ORGANIZATIONS. 

These  continue  to  grow  and  prosper.  New  institutions  are  being  con- 
tinually added.  Many  Associated  Charities  have  been  formed  and  new 
hospitals  organized.     One  new  orphanage  during  the  year. 

STATE   CONFERENCES  FOR   UPLIFT.- 

The  State  Social  Service  Conference,  St.  Mary's  Conference,  the  Orphan 
Association,  the  denominational  social  service  committees  and  benevolent 
organizations  are  all  lending,  their  aid  to  altruistic  work  and  are  asking  for 
social  service  legislation. 

UNIFORM  RECORDS   IN   THE  COUNTIES. 

The  Board  recommends  that  legislation  be  passed  requiring  uniform  records 
to  be  kept  in  all  county  Homes,  jails,  and  camps,  giving  the  population  and 
other  desired  data,  such  forms  as  are  necessary  to  be  arranged  in  the  office 
of  the  Board  and  supplied  to  the  counties  at  cost  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

MEETINGS    OF   THE   BOARD. 

The  four  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  have  been  held,  three  in  Raleigh  and 
one  in  Greensboro. 

INSPECTIONS. 

Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  to  the  State  Hospital,  Raleigh;  State 
Hospital,  Goldsboro;  School  for  the  Feeble-minded,  Kinston;  Soldiers'  Home, 
Raleigh;  Jackson  Training  School,  Concord;  Glenwood  Park  and  Williams 
Sanatorium,  Greensboro;  Bloomsbury  Sanitarium;  some  of  the  jails  and 
Homes.  Visits  were  made  to  the  Morganton  Hospital;  the  School  for  the 
deaf,  Morganton;  Broadoaks  Sanatorium,  Morganton;  and  the  State  Farm, 
December,  1915. 

OFFICE   WOR^. 

The  office  work  has  been  heavy,  as  usual:  the  preparation  of  reports;  re- 
plies to  questionaires  from  other  States,  and  formulating  the  same  for  our 
State  institutions;  extensive  correspondence  in  securing  statistics  and  data 
from  counties;  complaints;  special  cases  and  consultation  with  different 
officials. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS   TO   THE  FAITHFUL  VISITORS. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  to  the  county  visitors  its  special  thanks  for 
their  aid  in  the  counties.  Much  of  the  improvement  there  is  directly  due  to 
their  local  influence  and  constant  attention  to  the  needs  of  the  institutions. 
The  State  owes  them  thanks  for  long  service.

The  present  annual  appropriation  is  $205,000  and  the  special  appropria- 
tion for  the  last  biennial  period  was  $60,000  for  improved  water  supply. 

Receipts,  $205,010.94;  disbursements,  $205,010.94.  Outstanding  indebted- 
ness, $6,481.  Per  capita  cost  per  annum,  $162.33.  The  value  of  the  farm 
and  dairy  products  is  estimated  at  $25,260.93.  This  is  not  included  in  per 
capita  cost.  We  feel  decidedly  the  higher  cost  of  living,  and  an  increased 
per  capita  cost  is  absolutely  unavoidable. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good.  One  case  of  suicide:  a 
male  patient  hanged  himself  to  the  head  of  his  bed  with  a  twisted  sheet. 
The  coroner  was  notified,  and  deemed  an  inquest  unnecessary.  Pellagra 
cases  are  not  segragated;  cases  during  the  year,  33;  died,  9;  remaining,  24. 
Yes,  we  are  studying  the  disease.  Five  tubercular  patients,  segregated. 
There  is  a  thorough  physical  examination  of  new  patients  and  examination 
of  sputum  and  feces  when  the  disease  is  indicated.  No  general  examination 
of  all  patients  for  tubercular  trouble.  The  Receiving"  Building  has  met  the 
need  very  well  and  is  eminently  worth  while.  Our  supervisor  of  the  hydro- 
therapy department  Was  trained  at  the  Government  Hospital  at  Washington. 
Resident  staff  does  such  surgery  as  required;  no  ophthalmologist.  A  resident 
dentist  is  to  be  employed.  We  are  doing  some  research  work.  Yes,  effort 
is  persistent  in  trying  to  get  patients  to  occupy  themselves.  We  have  always 
had  diversified  occupation  and  arts  and  crafts  to  some  extent,  but  now  we 
have  the  last  feature  in  charge  of  a  special  director,  and  hope  to  derive 
the  utmost  good  therefrom. 

We  have  no  special  building  for  arts  and  crafts.  Work  is  done  on  the 
farm,  at  the  dairy,  carpenter's  shop,  shoe  shop,  bakery,  garden,  lawn  green- 
house, laundry,  sewing-room,  storehouse,  dining-room,  on  the  wards,  in  the 
arts  and  crafts.  The  library  has  been  slightly  increased  and  should  be  fur- 
ther added  to.  As  recreation  we  have  dances,  moving  pictures,  music, 
games,  occasional  theatricals,  riding  and  walking.  No  special  recreation 
director.  Nurses  and  attendants  go  to  the  weekly  dances.  Salaries  are  not 
adequate.  There  are  regular  religious  services  in  the  chapel  on  Sundays; 
Bible  reading  on  the  wards  and  occasional  visits  from  the  local  clergyman. 
There  is  no  after-care  or  social  service  work.  No  extension  work  in  the 
district.

The  present  annual  appropriation  is  $175,350;  special  appropriation,  $35,000 
for  the  hospital  and  $5,000  for  heating  plant  improvement.  Receipts  for  the 
two  years,  $350,700;  cash  receipts  given  for  support,  $5,006,  making  total 
receipts  for  maintenance,  $355,706.  Disbursements  including  part  of  cash 
receipts,  $355,101.46.  leaving  a  balance  of  $604.54.     But  there  would  have  been

a  deficit  in  the  maintenance  fund  but  for  the  cash  receipts  being  used  for 
support.  Per  capita  cost  per  annum,  $176.  The  value  of  the  farm  and  dairy- 
products  was  estimated  at  $43,000.  This  was  not  included  in  the  per  capita 
cost.  Yes,  we  feel  the  high  cost  of  living.  We  think  that  articles  may  be 
bought  in  bulk  by  the  three  institutions  and  thus  cut  down  the  price  con- 
siderably. 

The  general  health  of  the  patients  has  been  good.  One  case  of  suicide: 
a  male  patient  hanged  himself  by  placing  a  counterpane  around  his  neck 
and  then  around  one  of  the  inside  window  guards.  Pellagra  cases  are  not 
segregated;  cases  during  the  year,  27;  died,  8;  now  present,  16.  Yes,  we 
are  studying  the  disease.  Pathological,  neurological,  and  physical  examina- 
tions. There  has  been  a  general  examination  of  patients  for  tuberculosis. 
The  Receiving  Building  is  not  yet  completed. 

Patients  are  occupied  in  raising  chickens,  mattress  making,  dairying, 
laundry,  shoemaking,  farming,  sewing,  arts  and  crafts.  Library  being  in- 
creased; a  small  appropriation  for  books  would  be  a  help.  For  recreation 
there  are  reading  circles,  card  clubs,  tea  parties,  dances,  moving  pictures,  cro- 
quet, and  walking.  No  special  recreation  for  the  nurses  and  attendants.  No, 
the  salaries  are  not  adequate.  We  have  preaching,  Sunday  School,  and  song 
service.  No  special  recreation  director.  An  arts  and  crafts  director.  We 
have  no  industrial  building;  use  a  room  in  the  main  building.  No  after-care 
or  social  service  work,  or  field  work.  A  good  deal  of  research  work  by  the 
pathologist  and  a  special  work  in  the  district  looking  to  the  prevention  of 
insanity  by  teaching  the  people  mental  hygiene.  The  hospital  is  reaching  out 
beyond  its  walls,  going  to  the  people.  Yes,  a  number  of  addresses  have  been 
delivered  and  medical  papers  have  been  written  for  various  medical  societies 
of  the  county  and  district,  and  one  for  the  Journal  A.  M.  A.  and  for  the  Medi- 
cal Record.

Vocational  training  in  sew- 
ing, dressmaking,  fancy  work  for  the  girls;  piano  tuning,  repairing,  mat- 
tress-making, broom-making,  dairying,  carpentry  etc.,  for  the  colored  boys. 
We  have  morning  prayer  and  pupils  are  required  to  attend  church  and  Sun- 
day school  of  their  parents'  selection.  General  health  has  been  very  good 
considering  the  cramped  quarters.  Had  measles  at  the  Colored  Department. 
At  the  present  school  there  is  good  sewerage;  very  poor  gas  light;  poor  fire 
protection  for  the  girls,  on  account  of  the  character  of  the  buildings;  fairly 
good  water  supply.  Sanitary  drinking  fountains  have  been  installed  in  both 
buildings.

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APPENDIX 


IMPORTANT   LEGISLATION,   SESSION    1917 

Much  important  legislation  dealing  with  social  conditions  was  passed  at 
the  session  of  1917.  Foremost,  the  Prison  Reform  law,  the  establishment  of 
the  State  Home  and  Training  School  for  Girls  and  Women,  the  North  Caro- 
lina Orthopaedic  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  the  Advisory  Parole  law, 
the  consolidation  of  the  three  Hospital  Boards  into  one  board  and  the  cre- 
ation of  the  Purchasing  Board,  and  the  law  which  broadens  the  scope  and 
increases  the  duties  of  the  Board  of  Public  Charities,  adding  to  the  work  of 
the  Board  new  fields  in  welfare  work,  and  for  the  dependent,  delinquent, 
and  in  fact  all  children,  and  especially  preventive  and  constructive  efforts. 

The  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Charities  and  of  the  committee 
appointed  by  the  State  Conference  for  Social  Service  framed  the  bill  together, 
and  it  was  unanimously  passed  by  the  Legislature.  Among  the  many  organi- 
zations endorsing  the  enlargement  of  the  work  of  this  Board  were  the  State 
Board  of  Public  Charities,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  for  Social  Service, 
the  North  Carolina  Sunday  School  Association,  the  Teachers'  Assembly,  the 
Federation  of  Women's  Clubs,  the  Orphan  Association,  the  Western  Methodist 
Conference,  the  Baptist  Convention,  the  Presbyterian  Synod,  and  others. 

The  text  of  the  law  for  the  reorganization  of  the  State  Board  of  Public 
Charities  under  the  name  of  "The  State  Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Wel- 
fare" follows: 

[Chapter  170,  Public  Laws  1917.] 

AN  ACT  TO  REPEAL  CHAPTER  85  OF  THE  REVISAL  OF  1905  AND  SUB- 
STITUTE IN  LIEU  THEREOF  A  NEW  CHAPTER  CREATING  THE 
STATE  BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  AND  PUBLIC  WELFARE  AND 
DEFINING  ITS  DUTIES  AND  POWERS. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  chapter  85  of  the  Revisal  of  1905  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed  and  the  following  enacted  in  lieu  thereof,  the-  numbers  of  the  para- 
graphs herein  to  correspond  with  the  numbers  of  corresponding  paragraphs 
in  said  Revisal  of  1905,  to  wit: 

Section  3913.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the 
recommendation  of  the  Governor,  seven  persons  who  shall  be  styled  "The 
State  Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare,"  and  at  least  one  of  such  persons 
shall  be  a  woman,  which  persons  shall  serve  without  pay:  Provided,  however, 
that  they  shall  receive  their  necessary  expenses.  At  this  session  of  the 
General  Assembly  all  seven  of  said  members  shall  be  elected,  three  for  a  term 
of  two  years,  'two  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  two  for  a  term  of  six  years, 
and  thereafter  the  term  shall  be  six  years  for  all.  That  such  election  shall 
be  by  concurrent  vote  of  the  General  Assembly  and  that  appointments  to  fill 
vacancies  in  the  Board  arising  from  any  cause  whatsoever,  except  expiration 
of  term,  shall  be  made  for  the  residue  of  such  term  by  the  Governor. 

Section  3914.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least  quarterly  and  when- 
ever called  in  session  by  the  chairman,  and  shall  make  such  rules  and  orders 
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for  the  regulation  of  its  own  proceedings  as  it  deems  proper.  It  shall  have 
the  following  powers  and  duties,  to  wit: 

(a)  To  investigate  and  supervise  through  and  by  its  own  members  or  its 
agents  or  employees  the  whole  system  of  the  charitable  and  penal  institutions 
of  the  State  and  to  recommend  such  changes  arid  additional  provisions  as 
it  may  deem  needful  for  their  economical  and  efficient  administration. 

(&)  To  study  the  subjects  of  nonemployment,  poverty,  vagrancy,  housing 
conditions,  crime,  public  amusement,  care  and  treatment  of  prisoners,  divorce 
and  wife  desertion,  the  social  evil  and  kindred  subjects  and  their  causes, 
treatment  and  prevention,  and  the  prevention  of  any  hurtful  social  condition. 

(c)  To  study  and  promote  the  welfare  of  the  dependent  and  delinquent 
child  and  to  provide,  either  directly  or  through  a  bureau  of  the  Board,  for 
the  placing  and  supervision  of  dependent,  delinquent,  and  defective  children. 

(cl)  To  inspect  and  make  report  on  private  orphanages,  institutions,  and 
persons  receiving  or  placing  children,  and  all  such  persons,  institutions,  and 
orphanages  shall,  before  soliciting  funds  from  the  public,  submit  to  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare  an  itemized  statement  of  the  moneys 
received  and  expended  and  of  the  work  done  during  the  preceding  year,  and 
shall  not  solicit  other  funds  until  licensed  by  the  State  Board,  said  statement 
of  moneys  received  and  expended  and  work  done  to  be  made  each  year  as 
ordered  by  the  State  Board,  and  said  Board  shall  have  the  right  to  make  all 
such  information  public. 

(e)  To  issue  bulletins  and  in  other  ways  to  inform  the  public  as  to  social 
conditions  and  the  proper  treatment  and  remedies  for  social  evils. 

(/)  To  issue  subpoenas  and  compel  attendance  of  witnesses,  administer 
oaths,  and  to  send  for  persons  and  papers  whenever  it  deems  it  necessary  in 
making  the  investigations  provided  for  herein  or  in  the  other  discharge  of 
its  duties,  and  to  give  such  publicity  to  its  investigations  and  findings  as  it 
may  deem  best  for  the  public  welfare. 

(g)  To  employ  a  trained  investigator  of  social  service  problems  who  shall 
be  known  as  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Welfare,  and  to  employ  such  other 
inspectors,  officers  and  agents  as  it  may  deem  needful  in  the  discharge  of 
its  duties. 

(h)  To  recommend  to  the  Legislature  social  legislation  and  the  creation 
of  necessary  institutions. 

(i)  To  encourage  employment  by  counties  of  a  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Welfare  and  to  cooperate  with  the  County  Superintendent  of  Public 
Welfare  in  every  way  possible. 

0)  To  attend,  either  through  its  members  or  agents,  social  service  conven- 
tions and  similar  conventions  and  to  assist  in  promoting  all  helpful  publicity 
tending  to  improve  social  conditions  of  the  State,  and  to  pay  out  of  the  funds 
appropriated  to  the  State  Board,  office  expenses,  salaries  of  employees,  and 
all  other  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  duties  and  powers  hereinbe- 
fore set  out. 

Section  3915.  The  County  Commissioners  of  any  counties  of  the  State  shall 
have  the  right  and  power  to  create  the  County  Board  of  Charities  and  Public 
Welfare  and  to  employ  a  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Welfare,  that  such 
County  Board  shall  consist  of  three  persons  to  be  appointed  by  the  County 
Commissioners  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  State  Board,  that 
the  said  County  Board  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  that  no  one 
shall  be  appointed  County  Superintendent  of  Public  Welfare  who  has  not  a 
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certificate  of  qualification  from  the  State  Board.  The  said  County  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Welfare  shall  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  County  Com- 
missioners; that  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Welfare  shall  be  as  follows: 

(a)  To  haye,  under  control  of  the.  County  Commissioners,  the  care  and 
supervision  of  the  poor  and  to  administer  the  poor  funds. 

(6)  To  act  as  agent  of  the  State  Board  in  relation  to  any  work  to  be  done 
by  the  State  Board  within  the  county. 

(c)  Under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  to  look  after  and  keep  up  with 
the  condition  of  persons  discharged  from  hospitals  for  the  insane  and  from 
other  State  institutions. 

(d)  To  have  oversight  of  prisoners  in  the  county  on  parole  from  peni- 
tentiaries, reformatories,  and  all  parole  prisoners  in  the  county. 

(e)  To  have  oversight  of  dependent  and  delinquent  children,  and  espe- 
cially those  on  parole  or  probation. 

(/)   To  have  oversight  of  all  prisoners  in  the  county  on  probation. 

(g)  To  promote  wholesome  recreation  in  the  county  and  to  enforce  such 
laws  as  regulate  commercial  amusement. 

(h)  Under  the  direction  of  the  State  Board  to  have  oversight  of  dependent 
children  placed  in  said  county  by  the  State  Board. 

(i)   To  assist  the  State  Board  in  finding  employment  for  the  unemployed. 

0)  To  investigate  into  the  cause  of  distress,  under  the  direction  of  the 
State  Board,  and  to  make  such  other  investigations  in  the  interest  of  social 
welfare  as  the  State  Board  may  direct. 

The  State  Board  shall  have  power  and  right  at  any  time  to  remove  any 
member  of  the  County  Board. 

Section  3916.  The  Board  shall  also  give  special  attention  to  the  causes  of 
insanity,  defect  or  loss  of  the  several  senses,  idiocy,  and  the  deformity  and 
infirmity  of  the  physical  organization.  They  shall,  besides  their  own  obser- 
vation, avail  themselves  of  correspondence  and  exchange  of  facts  of  the  labors 
of  others  in  these  departments,  and  thus  be  able  to  afford  the  General  As- 
sembly data  to  guide  them  in  future  legislation  for  the  amelioration  of  the 
condition  of  the  people,  as  well  as  to  contribute  to  enlighten  public  opinion 
and  direct  it  to  interests  so  vital  to  the  prosperity  of  the  State.  The  State 
Board  shall  keep  and  report  statistics  of  the  matters  hereinbefore  referred 
to  and  shall  compile  these  reports  and  analyze  them  with  a  view  of  deter- 
mining and  removing  the  cause  in  order  to  prevent  crime  and  distress. 

Section  3917.  The  State  Board  shall  have  power  to  inspect  county  jails, 
county  homes,  and  all  prisons  and  prison  camps  and  other  institutions  of  a 
penal  or  charitable  nature,  and  to  require  reports  from  sheriffs  of  counties 
and  Superintendents  of  Public  Welfare  and  other  county  officers  in  regard 
to  the  conditions  of  jails  or  almshouses,  or  in  regard  to  the  number,  s*ex,  age, 
physical  and  mental  condition,  criminal  record,  occupation,  nationality,  and 
race  of  inmates,  or  such  other  information  as  may  be  required  by  said  State 
Board.  The  plans  and  specifications  of  all  new  jails  and  almshouses  shall, 
before  the  beginning  of  the  construction  thereof,  be  submitted  for  approval 
to  the  State  Board. 

Section  3918.  The  State  Board  shall  biennially  prepare  and  submit  to  the 
General  Assembly  a  complete  and  full  report  of  its  doings  during  the  pre- 
ceding two  years,  showing  the  actual  condition  of  all  the  State  institutions 
under  its  supervision  with  such  suggestions  as  it  may  deem  necessary  and 
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pertinent,  which  shall  be  printed  by  the  State  Printer,  and  shall  report  such 
other  matters  as  it  may  think  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  State. 

Section  3919.  Whenever  the  Board  shall  have  reason  to  believe  that  any 
insane  person,  not  incurable,  is  deprived  of  proper  remedial  treatment,  and 
is  confined  in  any  almshouse  or  other  place,  whether  such  insane  person  is 
a  public  charge  or  otherwise,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Board  to  cause 
such  insane  person  to  be  conveyed  to  the  proper  State  hospital  for  the  insane, 
there  to  receive  the  best  medical  attention.  So  also  it  shall  be  their  care 
that  all  the  unfortunate  shall  receive  benefit  from  the  charities  of  the  State. 

Section  3920.  The  Board  may  require  the  superintendents  or  other  officers 
of  the  several  charitable  and  penal  institutions  of  the  State  to  report  to  them 
of  any  matter  relating  to  the  inmates  of  such  institutions,  their  manner  of 
instruction  and  treatment,  with  structure  of  their  buildings,  and  to  furnish 
them  any  desired  statistics  upon  demand.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  to 
any  place  or  position  in  any  of  the  State  institutions  under  the  supervision 
of  the  State  Board  who  is  related  by  blood  or  marriage  to  any  member  of 
the  State  Board  or  to  any  of  the  principal  officers,  superintendents,  or 
wardens  of  State  institutions. 

Section  3921.  The  County  Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare,  herein- 
before provided  for,  shall  be  elected,  one  for  one  year,  one  for  two  years,  and 
one  for  three  years,  and  subsequent  elections  shall  be  for  a  term  of  three 
years.  These  persons  so  elected  shall  meet  and  organize  by  electing  a  chair- 
man. In  case  the  County  Commissioners  elect  a  County  Superintendent  of 
Public  Welfare  he  shall  act  as  secretary.  The  said  County  Board  of  Charities 
and  Public  Welfare  shall  meet  at  least  once  a  month  with  the  County  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Welfare  and  advise  with  him  in  regard  to  problems  per- 
taining to  his  office.  In  those  counties  where  the  population  is  not  more 
than  twenty-five  thousand  the  county  commissioners  may  appoint  the  County 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  as  the  County  Superintendent  of  Public 
Welfare,  but  no  person  shall  be  appointed  as  County  Superintendent  of  Public 
Welfare  who  has  not  a  certificate  of  qualification  from  the  State  Board.  The 
County  Superintendent  of  Public  Welfare  may  also,  if  requested  by  the 
proper  authorities,  act  as  truant  officer  of  the  county.  The  said  County 
Superintendent  of  Public  Welfare  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed 
by  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  and  the  same  is  to  be  paid  by  said 
county. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  laws  and  clauses  of  laws  in  conflict  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed,  and  so  much,  and  only  so  much,  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  one 
(101)  of*  the  Revisal  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  five,  or  acts  amenda- 
tory thereof,  as  conflict  with  this  act  or  duplicate  duties  required  by  this 
act  and  by  said  chapter,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  3.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

Ratified  this  the  6th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1917. 
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
